The history of the McMurray case 
may be put in very few words, In 
October 1896 Mr. J. Bollard bought 
a piece uf ground in Hongkew from 
the native owner and registered it in 
the US. Consulate. Early in 1897

on which the Municipal Council 
demanded the free surrender of a

Tue opening of the Paris Exhibition 
took place on Saturday with perfect 
success amid unbounded enthusiasm, 
and we may all re-echo President 
Loubet’s hope that the ‘lwentieth 
Century which it commemorates will 
ke anarked by more solidarity and 
concord, more true fraternity and 
less public misery. We are so sure 
of the justice of our cause in South 
Africa that we are inclined to im- 
pute sinister motives to our Con- 
tinental neighbours who take the 
side of the Boers, and our Press has 
been somewhat too ready to magnify 
the hostile things that have been 
written about us in the foreign pa- 
pers. Yet no exception can justly 
be taken to the attitude of the 
French Government during the wa 
It has discouraged French officers 
from giving their services to the 
Boers, it has formally declined to 
intervene between us and the Boers, 














r|and M. Deleassé has distinctly told 


the French Chamber that our ‘use of 
the Portuguese port of Beira as a 
landing-place for our force that is 
going to Rhodesia under Sir Fred- 
erick’ Carrington is no concern of 
France. We cannot complain of in- 
dividual Frenchmen joining the Boer 
forces, for hardly ever does a war occur 
anywhere in which Englishmen are 
not found serving on one side or both. 
While on the one hand alarmists at 
home warn us to prepare for a French 
attack on Great Britain as soon as 
the Exhibition is closed, there are 
those in England who distrust Mr. 
Chamberlain, who declare that he is 
prepasing to involve us in a war with 
France as soon as the war in South 
Africa is over, in order to satisfy his 
own ambition to become the Prime 
Minister and virtual Dictator of his 
country, ‘The one story may be put 
against the other. 

‘The following summary of an 
article in the-Paris Temps, on the 
subject of the surrender of General 
Cronje, will be read with interest, 
It is headed: “ Honour to the ‘lwo 
Combatant: 

‘Two races, two peoples, truly worthy of 
each other, are in contlict in South Africa, 
Te is not the yreat militury success just 
gained by the British which makes’ us 
Speak thus, but it is the intense fecling, 
already old’ among us, that although of 
different order, the spectacle afforded by’ 
the British is no less worthy of esteem 
than the hardy and yet tranquil bravery of 
their adversaries. These Buers have made 
the world wonder by a heroism at once 
classie and romantic. Great Britain has 
scarcely less astonished it by the imper- 
turbable coustaney with which she sup- 
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ported her early reverses, and the 
tenacity with which she hws known how to 
retrieve them. ‘Lhe nation, one may well 
say, hi ed the errors of its Govern- 
ment. What material resources are not 
ut the command of a people which has 
organised an army of 200,000 men, and 
has transported them in good order and 
with such celerity’to country over 6,000 
miles distant from the Mother Country 
Such a thing has never heen seen befor 
But there is something greater and even 
more worthy of our attention, that is the 
conduct, or ruther the politic 1 attitude, of 
the British peop'e during the four months 
of trial though which they have just 
passed. 

‘The journal goes on to say that 
this capitulation, coming as it does 
on the anniversary of Majuba, can- 
not but have a most fortunate in- 
fluence on the British people and 
raise the morule of its army and 
Generals. 

In fact (adds the writer) a page of his- 
tory of incomparable moral grandeur is 
heing written out there. The spectators 
of this struggle’ ean but ery, “ Honour to 
the two combatants!” Te possible 
for a sentiment of mutual respect not to 
develop in the souls of these two peoples, 
who appear made rather to unite their 
efforts for African civilisation than to fight. 
Should not these considerations quickly 
Dring about an equitable and generous 
peace—the end of a war which is a political 
scandal of our civilisation

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war, and have been made manifest 
in the administration of the War 
Office. At an election -heads count, 
and the income-tax payers are few 
in number. It is consequently less 
risky from the clectioneering point 
of view to offend them than the mass 
of voters. That may possibly ac- 
count for the unfairness with which 
they have been treated. But if it is

A REPUBLICAN MISTAKE, 

The United States have begun in earnest 
to define the relations which the country’s 
new possessions shall bear to the country 
itself and, incidentally, it may be con- 
fidently said, the Republican party has 
made a serious mistake. - 

‘This year will witness a presidential elect-

In his annual message last 
December President McKinley declared 
that Porto Rico onght to be accorded free 
trade with the United States, since it had 
come to be practically an integral part of 
the country. 

‘Accordingly the Ways and Means Com 
mittee in the ‘House of Representatives in- 
troduced a bill providing for the suggested 
free trade. It wns brought in, apparently 
with but scant conference with the Republi- 
‘ean members nga whole. Opposition began 
to show itself atonce. Some of the interests 
which profil most by the policy of high 
tariff? appeared in vigorous remonstrance. 
But this was but a minor opposition, for the 
industries of Porto Rico come into but 
alight competition with those of the United 
Stutes. ‘Lhe renl obstacles were manifested 
in. these questiona which forced themselves 
upon the minds of the politician 

A BAD PRECEDENT. 

If we trent Porto Rico as part of the 
‘United States, must we not a little later 
treat the Philippines in the same way? If 
we grant free trnde to the one must ve not 
also to the other? If we practically admit 
one within the boundaries of the United 
Statea, tacitly saying that the future wil 
bring nctual Statehood, must we not admit 
the other?

Then came the question, who is to make 
good that loss? a question which remains 
undetermined to this day. 

Supposing, when Britain recently began 
sending troops to South Afrien, Uncle Paut 
had contrived to siuk one of the transports, 
would the British government have been 
able to repudiate responsibility? Further, 
if it was proved that the British military 
officers on board the transport had forcibly, 
taken possession of her, and by opening 
fire on the enemy had heen the rexl cause oF 
the catastrophe, it is impossible to see on 
what ground the British Government could 
have resisted a claim for indemnification, 
The Korshing owners, rewoning in this 
way, presented a claim against the Chinese 
Government.

“Thank goodness, that's settled. 

But the Logation does not guard our 
ancient rights: it does not protect from 
thy illegitimate oxterprise of others. ‘The 
story of the Hankow property robberies is 
aeasein point. When, afrer the war, the 
various Powers bean to look about then 
Russia and France con- 
ntly asked the Chinese Government to 
ke over to them the remaining zeound 
inside the wall, and adjoining the British 
Concession on’ the north. ‘The bulk of 
this was Britishowned, having been duly 
purchased from the native owners by 
British subjects long age. However, 
China willing to oblige her friends readily 
conceded whit was asked, and the British 
owners had to make the best terms they 
could with the new claimants. Some 
of the property, including that of the Ruce 
Club, was simply confiscated: Some owners 
got_an indemnity, and others of them are 
trying to hang on to their property yet. 

Now the surprising thing is, that the 
right of China to make other nationalities 
a present of British-owned property was 
not called in question at the outset. 
By so doing the serious difticulties into 
which we have now drifted would have 
been avoided, and an evil precedent, which 
may yet work much mischief,’ would 
never have been established. Suppose 
that France, which already claims to have 
under her protection the whole of the 
Roman Catholic Mission property in the 
interior, were to ask for a concession of the 
Protestant Mission property as well, and 
China, in order to promote strife and vari- 
ance amongst Foreign Powers were to 
grant it.

Parr I. 
Alas, oh heavens! Our 400,000,000 
brothers together comprise the largest em- 





pire in the entire world. Noue is so 
humerous as oure. How tien are we so 
weak? Why is our Empire becoming dis- 
membered? Why are we slaves, of no 
more importance than sand? We are on 
the verge of destruction, When I look into 
this matter I find that there are two renrons 
for this ead state of things. Foreigners 
ever sneer at the Chinese and say we have 
neither affection for our Emperor nor love 
for our Fatherland. 
THE CHINESE ARE SELFISH. 

Every man looks only to his own person 
and family, and is altogether oblivious of 
the further fict that the welfire of the 
great whole should claim his attention as 
if it were his own ancestry. 

A little thought will’ show, that each 
Chinese is daily planning and'scheming so 
as to protect his own person and provide for 
those immediately dependent upon him. 
He places the welfare of the Empire outside 
his thought, and assumes that itis the duty 
of the Emperor and Mundarins to attend 
thereto, Each man says: “The Empire is 
no business of mine.” ‘Therefore, although 








we have wealth, wisdom, courage, aud 


atylo so high that only well-educated Chinese | Past 





talents, in abundance, ench devotes his 
energies to the development of hia own 
business, but gives no thought to the afftirs 
of the Empire. It is not right, however, thas 
any man should simply devote his talents to 
his own business, to the exclusion of every 
other interest. Everybody should know 
int nations’ decay originates from this 
attitude of mind. 

Farthermore, the Chinese are unwilling 
to change their old ways and usages, 
‘Therefore, this distress lias come upon us. 
Now, the person and property of each 
individual man constitutes an integral part 
of the whole, and that whole may be 
said to constitute an Empire. 


WHAT CONSTITUTES AN EMPIRE? 

But in order that an Empire may be 
powerful and prosperous, all the leaders: 
must unite and stand firm. In this way all 
that are born within the Empire will 
possess anid enjoy whatever privileges and 
blessings obtain therein, just ns the sons and 
grandsons that are born within any ancestral 
home will possess and enjoy their share of 
the ancestral patrimony. ‘he ame first 
rules apply in both cases. ‘The citizens of 
arich country will sit dows, and partake of 
the produce of its wide acres; those bora 
in a poor State will not possess Iand enough 
to atick an awl in, Suppore a mn were 
born in Burma or Corea, where there are 
few mines and very little commerce. He 
ennnot, as he would like, produce wealth 
and enjoy it, But the Chinexe are possessed 
of illimitable mines and extensive com- 
merce; they enn, therefore, both get and 
enjoy.’ Suppose now that China should, 
become utterly defunct; all the mines « 
would therefore become useless to her, 
Thus the people of a sinall country must 
their lives in distress and poverty, 
while those of a big country possess bound- 
less wenlth and enjoy. every happiness, 
England and France, for example, hold 
Within their control the mines, the trade, 
he railways and the steamers of other coun: 
tries, ‘They invent aud construct, and 60 
ensily increase their wealth. Suppose a 
man's family property is dissipated, his 
children and grandchildren must suffer dis- 
tress, 



































RESULTS OF INDIFFERENCE. 


Having no regular income by which to 
support themselves, they hire themselves to 
others, and so become either slaves or 
meniais. A inan’s ¢lave does not, enjoy 
the same rights ns his son, nor does 
he share his property with’ his slave 
as he does with his own children. 
‘This rule obtains all the world over. When 
an Empire is powerful, the lives and 
property of all within its borders are snfo, 
On the other laud, when an Empire is 
weak, the persons and property thereof are 
ever in danger. Therefore we speuk of 
our country as our Fatherland, It may 
be compared to the individual possessions 
of a ducal family. 

DUTY OF CITIZENS. 

Therefore each man should regard his 
country as if it were his own personal 
estate, There should be no difference be- 
tween a great empire and n small State in 
this attitude of mind and heart. Those 
born within any country have an obvious 
duty to that country, which is that unitedly 
they protect their country, It may he 
that the rulers surreptitiously sel! the 
possessions of their ancestors ; if 80, it is 
the bounden duty of all to go up to the 
Ancestral Hall and publicly oppose them. 

PRESENT STATE OF CHINA.

But if Notre Dame is splendid and im- 
posing, there is another church on the Ile 
de Cité, four or five hundred yards to th 
west, which surpasses the Cathedral in 
Heauty, the lovely little building eatled the 
Sainte Chapelle, which stands in the court- 
yard of the Palais de Justice. Tt was 
formerly the chapel of the old Royal Palace, 
which stoud on this site long before th 
Palais de Justice was erected there. 

‘The Sainte Chapelle was built in the time 
of St. Lonis, the ninth of the name, by vh 
architect Pierre de Monterenn, and was only 
three years in building, from 1245 to 1248.

Madeleine was erceted during the 
litter part of last century and is a hand- 
some building of the classic type.

ON THE SOUTH BANK OF THE SEINE. 
On the southern bank of the Seine, 
thers are also many fine churches, both 
and mudern. ‘The grandest of 
Panthgon, once dedicated to St. 
Génevievd, the patron saint of Paris, is no 
longer a church : it stands on high ground 
in the Quartier Latin, almost due south of 
Notre Dame, and nut far from the Sorbonne 
or university. 

This church was built by the architect 
Soufilot, between 1764 aud 1790—but in 
1791, alter the outbreak of the Ltevolution, 
ie was turned into a Pantheistic ‘Temple, 
and dedicated to all great Frenchmen.
